HOME (SUPFRVISION AND CONTROL) ACT, 1960 .

No. G. O. Rt. 1171/63/Home. Dated , Trivandrum , 18th May 1963 . 


1. Time and place of the meeting of the foard -There shall ordinarily 
be onemeeting in every month . Special meetings in addition may al o 
be held for transacting very urgent business which cannot be delayed 
till the next ordinary meeting and the delaying of which would cause 
undue hardship to the administrators or inmates of the Homes. Such 
meetings shall be held as per the direction of the Chairman . 

The meetings may be held in any place in the State of Kerala as . 
decided by the Board . 

The date and time of the ordinary meeting shall be fixed by the 
member secretary in consultation with the Chairman . 

2. Secretary to the Board - The Officer shall be the Secretary to the 
Board . 

3. Quorum for themeeting. — The quorum for a meeting shall be 5 . 

4. Procedure of the Meetings.- Notice of the meeting shall be served 
by the Secretary on all the members not less than seven days prior to 
the date of the meeting in the case of ordinary meetings and five days 
in the case ofspecialmeetings. 

The agenda for the meeting shall be sentwith the notice . 

The Chairman shall preside over the meetings . In his absence 
one of the members present shall be elected by these members as 
Chairman and he shall preside over thatmeeting He shall have all 
powers of a Chairman for transacting the business of that meeting. 

Decision shall be taken on all matters discussed in the meeting . 
Decisions on matters in which there are differences of opinion among 
the members shall be arrived at by taking votes from among the 
members present. If there is equality of votes, the Chairman can have 
a casting vote . 

The minutes of each meeting shall be recorded by the Secretary in 
a Minutes Book then and there and all the members present shall put 
their signature in the book . 

Soon after each meeting and not later than 7 days copies ofthe 
minutes thereof shall be communicated to all the members of the Board 
and to the Government. 

5. Appointment of Sub-Committees and Local Committees and of persons. 
The Board shall have power to appoint sub- committees, local commit 
tees or individuals for the purpose of assisting it in performing its 
functions under the Act. 
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The number of members of the Committees and the term and the 
function of each sub - committee or local committee or individual shall 
be decided by the Board, when such committees are constituted or indi. 
viduals appointed. 

6. Supervision and Control of the Management of recognised Homes.-- The 
Board shall nominate one of its memberswith powers to supervise and 
contiol the management ol 1ecognised Homes . 

He shall see that the rules of management of the Homes laid down 
by the Board are strictly carried out by the recognised Homes. He shall 
bring to thr notice of the Bard any violation of the rules by the 
Homes , for such actions as are deemed necessary . 

Inspec ion of Homes. - Before granting certificate of recognition to 
a Home, it shall be inspected by a Comınittee of the Board appointed 
by the Board for that purpose. 

The Chairman can inspect any recognised Home at his di cretion . 

Inspection may also be conducted as provided section 9 of the 
Act. 

The member who is invested with the powers of the supervision 
and management of the recognised Homes shall have power to visit the 
Homes at any time during working hours to transact any official 
business . 

8 Collection of returns and other information by the Board . — The Secretary 
shall call for the returns and other information from the Managing 
Committees or the management of the Homes, as required by the 
Board from time to time. A list of returns is to be furnished to each 
Home. The returns and ciher informations collected shall be placed 
before the Board by the Secretary in its next meeting . 

9. Rec ption . Care , Treatment, Maintenance, Protection , Training, 
Welfare . Instruc ion , Con rol and Discipline of inmates in recognised Homes. 
Admission to a recognised Home shall be made by the Manager of the 


Home. 


Only persons who are categorised for a Home, shall be admitted 
thereto . 

No caste creed or religious distinction should be shown in the 
matter of admission . 

CARE AND TREATMENT 
All inmates should be segregated according to sex and age groups 
in each sex . Each inmate shall be provided with sufficient clothing 
and bedding, food andmedical aid . Inmates affected by contagious 
or infectious diseases shall be effectively isolated. 

The treatment given to the inmates should be suitable for the 
rehabilitation of each individual. 

Compulsory elementary education shall be given to the inmates 
who are within the school-age . Vocational training may also be given 
according to the aptitude and convenience. 

There should be sound discipline among the inmates. For this 
good disciplinary norms and daily programmes should be prepared and 
worked out by the management. 
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10. Vis ts, communication and absence on short leave of inma!2s. - The 
person in charge of each Home may allow visit and communications 
with inmates by their relatives, friends, and well-wishers at reasonable 
times. 

Absence on short leave may be allowed to the inmates to go home 
to meet their kith and kin on important occasions. Such permission 
shall be granted by the management and recorded then and there in 
the registers. 

11. Transfer and d scharge - Transfer from ne Home to another of 
a similar nature can be done with themutual consent of the managers 
of those institutions. Discharge of inmates may be done only on suffi 
cient reas in and the fact may be reported to the Secretary , soon after 
the discharge.

AWARD 


The industrialdispute between themanagement of Pioneer Weaving 
Mills, Kallai, Calicut and their workmen represented by the General 
Secretary, Calicut Taluk Textile Workers Union , Calicut was referred 
to this court for adjudication by order No. 38132 /62/ H -3 /HLD of the 
Health and Labour Department of the Government of Kerala dated 
4-7-1962. The only issue referred to adjudication is the question of 
bonus for the year ending 31-7-1961. The union filed their statement 
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on 1st August, 1962 claiming bonus on profits basis and also as a custo 
mary payment during the onam season . The quantum claimed by the 
union is 25 per cent of the total earnings of a worker for the year under 
reference. 

2. The management filed reply statement on 23rd August, 1962 
opposing the demand of the workers for bonus. According to the 
management the workmen are not entitled to get bonus either on profit 
basis . As a customary payment also the workers are not entitled to get 
bonus. The management paid one month s basic wages as bonus in the 
year under reference voluntarily . The management take the view 
that the workers are not entitled to get anything towards bonus. The 
union filed a rejoinder contradicting the allegations of themanagement 
in their reply statement. 

3. The union examined WWI and marked Exts. W1 to W17. The 
management examined MW1 to MW3 and marked Exts . Mi to M4. 

4. The dispute is between the management of Pioneer Weaving 
Mills, Kallai, Calicut and their workmen. According to the manage 
ment the Pioneer Weaving Mills, Kallai is only a subsidiary establish 
ment of the Malabar and Pioneer Hosiery Private Ltd., who are the 
sole proprietors of the Pioneer Weaving Mills , Kallai. The Pioneer 
Weaving Mills has no separate existence as an industrial establishment. 
There is only one integrated management for the two establishments 
and the Pioneer Weaving Mills have no capital of their own. There 
is only one common balance sheet for both and as a matter of fact the 
Pioneer Weaving Mills is treated only as one department of the Malabar 
& Pioneer Hosiery Private Ltd. The contention of the management is 
that in ascertaining the profit of the Pioneer Weaving Mills in the year 
under reference the balance sheet and profit and loss account relating 
to Malabar and Pioneer Hosiery Private Ltd., has to be taken into 
account. MWI, the manager of the Mill gave evidence to prove the 
functional integrity of the two establishments . The Malabar and 
Pioneer Hosiery Private Ltd., is incorporated under the Indian Com 
panies Act. This company was started in 1936 . The handloom 
section was started in 1946-47. It worked only for 10 months and there 
after it was stopped . Then the weaving section was leased out to one 
alliance Trading Company and that company continued to function 
till June 1956. In June 1956 the Malabar and Pioneer Hosiery Private 
Ltd. themselves began manufacturing. The handloom section when 
it was managed by lessees, used to manufacture cloth for the Malabar 
and Pioneer Hosiery at a specified rate with the yarns supplied by the 
management. This practice was stopped in 1956 . 

The weaving 
section became a part of the Malabar and Pioneer Hosiery (Private ) 
Ltd. There is no legal entity for Pioneer Weaving Mills. There is no 
separate share-holders or directors for it and there is also no allocation 
of separate capital for it. There is only one staff and the account is 
common for both . The staff also is the same. The income tax assess 
ment is for both together and the balance sheet and profit and loss 
account also is one for both . The raw material is purchased in one 
bulk for both . There is no evidence to contradict the evidence of the 
Manager,MWI. So the only conclusion to be arrived at is that Pioncer 
Weaving Mills, Kallai is a subsidiary cstablishment of the Malabar & 
Pioneer Hosiery Private Ltd. The balance sheet and profit and loss 
account Ext. Ml for Malabar & Pioneer Hosiery (Private ) Ltd. should 
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be taken as the balance sheet and profit and loss account for Pioneer 
Weaving Mills also . According to Ext.. !! the net profit for the year 
ended 31-7-1961 is Rs. 12,315.80, the gross peolit has to be arrived 
at by adding up the depreciation amosant and is the hon is provision . 
Together these two amounts come to Rs. 1848. So the gross profit 
will be Rs. 30,914 . Ext. M13 the worksheet ofthe management. I give 
below an extract of Ext. M3.

The prior charges shown in Ext. 113 are crtreet and was not also 
iously challenged by the learned union dvocate Sri K. Bhaskaran 
Nair . So the year under refrience has re ute ! in loss. The manage 
ment in making the calculationin Ext. MS has not claimed any chabi 
litation although they are entitled to rehabilitation . So the year under 
reference is deficit year and the workers are not entitled to get any 
bonus on profit basis. 

5. The union also claims bonus as a customary payment during 
Onam festival. In the reply statement of the management they have 
given the bonus paid in the past 1 years. I give below an extract 
showing the rate of borus paid for the past 4 years from 1956-57 to 
1959-60 . In the year under icference there was only a payment of one 
month s basic wages as bonus.

Of the past 4 years in 1956-57 and 1957-58, two months bonus were 
paid in each year. In 1953-59, 24 months bonuswas paid . In 1959-60, 
14 months bonus was paid . In the first two years there was payment 
of 2 months bonus in cach year, in the third year the paymentwas 
24 months bonus and in the 4th year it was 11 month s. In the 
reply statement of the management for 1959-60 the payment of bonus 
shown is 2 months. This is not correct. Actually tho payment was 14 
months bonus. MW1 corrected this mistake in his evidence. The 
management also filed a petition to correct this error committed by the 
management in the statement. I believe the evidence of the manager, 
MWI as correct and find that the management has only paid 14 
month s bonus for 1959-60 . The test to be applied in a case of payment 
of bonus has a customary payment is laid down by Their Lordships of 
the Supreme Court in Grahams Trading Co. (India ) Ltd., and their 
workmen reported on page 393, 1959- II-LLJ. The following are the 
tests laid down by Their Lordships in the reported case. " (i) Whether 
the payment has been over an unbroken series of years. (il) Whether 
it has been for a sufficiently long period , though the length of the period 
might depend on the circumstances of each case; even so the period 
may normally have to be longer to justify an inference of traditional 
and customary Puja bonus than may be the case with Puja bonus based 
on an implied term of employment. (ii) The circumstance that the 
payment depended upon the earning of profits would have to be 
excluded and therefore itmust be shown that payment was made in years 
of loss. In dealing with the question of custom , the fact that the pay. 
ment was called exgratia by the employer when it was made, would , 
however make no difference in this regard because the proof of custom 
depends upon the effect of the relevant factors enumerated by us, and it 
would not be materially affected by unilateral declarations of one party 
when the said declarations are inconsistent with the course of conduct 
adopted by it. (iv) And the payment must have been at a uniform 
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rate throughout to justify an inference that the payment at such and 
such rate had become customary and traditional in the particular 
concern ." 

In the instant case the payment of bonus was only for 4 years and 
4 years cannot be taken as payment for over an unbroken and long 
series of years. The second test laid down also is not satisfied in the 
instant case . According to the second condition the payment m ist be 
for sufficiently long period even though the length of the period might 
depend upon the circumstance in each case . The payment of bonus 
for 4 years cannotbe taken to be sufficiently long to establishment a 
customary payment. The third test is to see whether bonus was paid 
from the profits or not. All the 4 years were pro it years and the 
management has only paid a part of their profit. The fourth test is 
whether the payment must have been at uniform rate . Here the rates 
were also different in the different years. So going by the tests laid 
down in the Grahams Trading Company case the union has not made 
out a case for the payment of customary bonus. In the management 
establishment there is no custom to pay bonus as a customary payment. 
The workers are not entitled to get bonus either as a customary pay. 
ment or on the basis of the proats earned in the year under reference. 
I pass this award declaring that theworkers are not entitled to get any 
additional bonus for the year ended 31.7-1961 and the same shall 
become enforceable after 30 days of its publication in the Government 
Gazette.

Directions 
The Government direct the State Transport Authority , Kerala 
to take necessary action to give effect to the following agreement 
entered into with the Government of Mysore regarding inter-State 
operation of transport vehicles, namely : 

(1) STAGE CARRIAGE PERMITS 
(a ) Grant of permits . - When there is a proposal for the opening of 
an inter -State route between the States of Kerala and Mysore either 
on application of a party or otherwise the Transport Authority con 
cerned shall ascertain the necessity so far as its area is concerned and 
thereafter consult the Transport Authority of the other State for 
approval. If the two Transport Authorities agree to the opening of 
the routes steps shall be taken for the issue of primary permit. The 
permit shall be forwarded to the Transport Authority of the other 
State for countersignature : 

Provided that this shall not be applicable with regard to permits 
in force on 13-8-1958 . 

Provided further that in regard to grant permit parity shall be 
observed by the two Transport Authorities. If for any reason parity 
cannot be observed in respect of any particular route, it shall be 
observed in any other inter-State route as far as possible according to 
the mileage keeping in view the traffic position on the route . 

(b ) Validity of permits. — The period of validity of stage carriage 
permits granted will be for three years. 

(c) Standing passengers. - Standing passengers to the extent of 25 % 
of the number of passengers for whom there is seating accommodation 
shall be permitted in stage carriages plying on the inter-State route 
between the States of Kerala and Mysore . 
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( 2 ) GOODS VEHICLES 
(a ) Grant of permits for public carriers . - In the case of public carrier 
permits on inter- State routes between the States of Kerala and Mysore 
parity should be observed . Themaximum number of countersignatures 
to be issued for public carriers of one State to ply in the other State 
should not exceed 400. Countersignature shall be given for three 
important straight routes not exceeding 300 miles in the Kerala 
State . 

(b ) Temporary permits.- Countersignature of temporary permits 
for goods vehicles (public carrier) shall be given for three straight routes 
for a period not exceeding 30 days without restricting the number of 
trips, limiting the number of permits to 50 i, e ., 25 for each State 
every month : 

Temporary permits for public carriers may be issued by the con 
cerned aegional Transport Authority with the prior concurrence of the 
State Transport Authority of the Mysore State. 

(c) Laden weight of goods vehicls.- In the case of goods vehicle the 
permitted laden weight on inter-State routes shall not exceed the 
registered laden weight of the vehicle in question subject to the condi 
tion of the road to be certified by the Chief Engineers of he respective 
States . 

(d ) Certificate of fitness of goods dehicle . — The period of validity of 
fitness certificates issued in respect of public and private carriers plying 
on inter- State routes between Kerala and Mysore is limited to six 
months only . 

(3 ) ANTI- DAZZLING MEASURES 
In the case of Transport Vehicles having inter- State permits 
between the States of Kerala and Mysore the system obtaining in one 
State regarding anti dazzling measures shall be accepted by the other 
State. 
( 4) STAGE CARRIAGES - OPERATION ON THE INTER - STATE 

ROUTE - KOZHIKODE -MYSORE 
The inter - State route, Kozhikede-Mysore should be opened for 
joint operation by the State Transport undertaking of both Mysore and 
Kerala cach undertaking doing not exceeding three trips per day .

3. ( 1) A Panchayat may by resolution determine that no dog or 
pig shall be kept within the Panchayat area or any part thereof without 
a licence obtained from the executive authority from a date specified in 
the resolution . 

( 2) When such a resolution is passed , notice thereof shall be given 
to the public by publication in the office of the Panchayat and by beat 
of drum in the Panchayat area . 

4. When a notice under rule 3 is published , every person having 
possession , custody or controlof any dog or pig within the arca specified 
in the said notice shall apply to the executive authority for a licence for 
keeping the same The licence shall be issued for one year at a time. 
A fee of Re. 1 (Rupee one only) shall be charged for cach animal for 
issue of the licence by the executive authority . 

5. The owner of a dog or pig licensed by the executive authority 
under rule 4 shall cause a metal or leather belt to be fastened round its 
neck as a mark of identification . 
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6. The owner of a dog or pig so licensed shall not allow it to stray 
or to cause nuisance to the public . Any person who fails to comply 
with this provision , shall on conviction be punished with fine which 
may extend to Rs. 20 (Rupees twenty only) . 

7. A Panchayat may, and if so directed by any authority authorised 
by Government in this behalf shall, give notice by publication in the 
office of the Panchayat and by beat of drum in the Panchayat area 
that unlicensed dogs or pigs straying within specified limits in the 
Panchayat area will be disposed of in such manner s may be specified 
in the notice , and thereupon it shall be lawful for the Panchayat to 
cause the disposal of such dogs or pigs in such manner .

Rules . 
1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) These rules may be called the 
Kerala Panchayats ( Transfer of functions, institutions works, powers 
and duties) Rules, 1963 . 

(2 ) They shall come into force at once . 
2. Definitions. - In these rules , unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

(i) the Act means the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 (Act 
32 of 1960 ) 

(ii) executive authority means the officer referred to in 
clause (12) of section 2 of the Act. 

3. Prior concurrence of the Panchayat to be obtained . — No transfer of the 
management and maintenance of any institution or the execution of 
any work or the exercise of any power or the discharge of any duty 
to a Panchayat under sub- section (1) of section 58 of the Act shall be 
made except with the prior concurrence of the Panchayat concerned . 
The order issued in this behalf shall specify the terms and conditions 
under which such transfer is made . 

4. (1) The amount of contribution , if any , made by the Govern . 
ment to the Panchayat fund under sub-section (1 ) of section 58 of the 
Act for meeting the expenditure in connection with the management 
and maintenance of any institution or the execution or maintenance of 
any work or the exercise of any power or the discharge of any duty 
shall be treated as earmarked grant for the management or mainte 
nance of the institution , execution or maintenance of the work or the 
exercise of the power or the discharge of the duty, as the case may be, 
for which it is granted and shall on no account be appropriated by the 
Panchayat for any other purpose . 

(2 ) The Panchayat may spend any additional amount from 
the Panchayat fund as are found necessary for the effectivemanagement 
or maintenance of the institution , execution or maintenance of the 
work or discharge of the duty subject to sanction , availability of fundo 
and budget provision as may be required in respect of expenditure 
from Panchayat funds.

5. (1) The authority issuing an order under sub-section (1) of 
section 58 of the Act shall be competent to revoke or modify the order 
on the ground that the duty or work entrusted to the Panchayat has 
not been discharged or executed in time or has been discharged or 
executed in an imperfect manner or the terms and conditions fixed 
have been violated by the Panchayat : 

Provided that before issuing an order under this sub -rule , the 
authority shall communicate to the Panchayat the grounds on which 
action is proposed to be taken and consider the explanations, if any, 
that may be offered by the Panchayat within a reasonable time to be 
fixed in this hehalf. 

(2) An order issued under sub - rule (1) may require the reſund 
by the Panchayat of the whole or part of the contribution paid 
to it in this behalf by the Government. The refund shall be made by 
the Panchayat within the time fixed by the authority and if it is not 
so made within the time fixed, it shall be competent for the authority 
to direct the person having the custody of Panchayat funds to make the 
refund .

7. Transfer of institution by any person or body of persons. - A 
Panchayat shall not accept the management and maintenance of any 
institution from a person or body of persons under sub -section (3 ) of 
section 58 of the Act, except with the prior sanction of the Director. 

8. Institutions transferred to Panchayats for management. - When any 
public institution has been placed under the management and control 
of the Panchayat, all property, endowments and funds belonging 
thereto shall be held by the Panchayat in trust for the purposes to 
which such property, endowments and funds were lawfully applicable 
at the time when the institution was so placed : 

Provided that the extent of the independent authority of the 
Panchayat in r spect of any such institution may from time to time be 
fixed by the authority which transfers the institutions to the Panchayat: 

Provided further that nothing in this rule shall be held to prevent 
the vesting of any trust property in the Treasurer of Charitable Endow 
ments under the law relating to charitable endowments for the time 
being in force .

3. The Deputy Director may either suomou or on request from 
any ofthe Panchayats concerned , require two or more Panchayats to 
appoint the same officer or servant, not being an executive officer, to 
exercise or discharge any powers or duties of a similar nature for both 
or all of them : 

Provided that where the l anchayats concerned are situated within 
different regions, the power under this rule shall be exercisab !c by the 
Director : 

Provided further that the Director of Health Services or any other 
officer authorised by him in this behalf shall be consulted in respect of 
proposals relating to the Public Health Establishment. 

4. The Panchayats concerned shallmeet the salary and allowances 
payable to such oſlicer or servant, together with contribution payable 
towards Icave salary, pension or provident fund in such proportion and 
in such manner as may be laid down by the authority issuing the direc 
tion under rule 3, with reference to the income of the Panchayats, the 
outturn of work of such officer or servant, or any other data which he 
may consider suitable for the purpose .

MEDICAL COLLEGE, TRIVANDRUM 
TRAINING CLASS FOR HEALTH INSPECTORS PROSPECTUS 

1963-64 
The Health Inspectors Course in the Medical College, 
Trivandrum will commence in July 1963. Fifty students will 
be admitted to the course . 

1. Eligibility for Admission - Those who have passed the 
Secondary School Leaving Certificate Examination with eligi 
bility for College admission and with at least 40 per cent marks 
each in English and Science will be eligible for admission . 

2. Age. - Applicants should have completed 18 years of age 
on 1st July 1963 and should not be above 23 years of age and 
should be in sound health . ( The upper age limit is relaxable 
by three years in the case of students belonging to " Scheduled 
Caste and Scheduled Tribes and two years in the case of candi 
dates from other Backward Communities" eligible both for 
financial and educational concessions) . No relaxation from the 
age limit prescribed will be made on any account. 

3. Duration . The course of training shall extend over 
twelve months. 

4. Course of training and examinations. The course of 
training for Health Inspectors Certificate shall be given at 
the Medical College, Trivandrum , the field training being given 
at the Medical College Health Unit, Trivandrum Health District 
and the City Health Department, Trivandrum . 

The course consists of theoretical and practical training in 
General Hygiene and Preventive Medicine, Elementary Physio 
logy including first aid , Elementary Bacteriology , Parasitology 
and Immunisation, Homecare of the Sick , Vital Statistics , 
Sanitation and Elementary Sanitary Engineering , Public Health 
Administration and Health Education . 

Candidates who have satisfactorily completed the course of 
instruction shall be required to undergo an examination con . 
ducted by a Board of Examiners appointed by the Government. 
The examination shall be in two parts: 
Part I consisting of Elementary Physiology, Bacteriology 

and Parasitology and 
Part II consisting of Sanitation and Elementary Sanitary 

Engineering, Hygiene and Preventive Medicine and 

Public Health Administration . 
The examinations are held in December and June. 
5. Selection of Candidates. - A preliminary selection will be 
made on the basis of the academic attainments and a Board 
will interview the selected candidates at Trivandrum to assess 
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their personality , mental alertness, suitability and aptitude for 
profession . Marks will be awarded by the Board for the 
interview . No one who has not appeared for the interview at 
the appointed place will be admitted . The selection is on the 
basis of merit subject to the Government orders regarding 
district-war representation , reservation for Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other Backward Communities etc. The 
decision of Government in all matters concerning admission shall 
be final. 

6. Fees .-- The fees for the whole course will be Rs. 120 pay 
able in full at the commencement of the course. Fee for Part 
I of the examination shall be Rs. 20 and for Part II Rs. 30. 
Students of " Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other 
Backward Communities” are exempted from the payment of 
fees if eligible as per current Government Orders.
